TRANSITION IN AGRICULTURE. 


The increasifigiy sympathetic attitude of 
farmers towafds the use of mechanical appli- 
ances on the land ie alluded to in the report 
of the Depart*henta] Committee on Agricultural 
Machinery, tasted: as a White Paper. . 

The terms of. reference,to the Committee, 
Pu rich was appOintéd in May last year; were: 
“To arrange for the testing, adaptation, and 
improvement. of machines likely to prove of 
value to agriciliure, to examine inventions and 
new devices; and.to advise as to the further 
etepe which be taken to promote ti 
devélopment of agricultural machinery.’ The 
Committee have already submitted three 
interim reports with regard to the first. part 
of the terms, and ihe sent report deals 
with the question of further steps for the 
development of machinery. 

The Report points out that the shoriage of 
labour caused by the withdrawal of man-power 
to the Army daring the wer forced the farmer 
to place greatér reliance on machinery, while 
the economic, changes of the last few years 
have brought,about a large advance in the 
wages of farm workers: In addition to these 
factors, “the present comparative prosperity 
of the farmér has enabled him to purchase 
machinery more freely than he was able to 
do formerly.” At the moment, the Committee 
sey, agriculture is passing through a period 
of transition. Stress is laid on the importance 
of the increased use of labour-aiding machinery 
in reducing the costs of production. 

The Committee recommend: 

(a) That every effort should be made to 
| place agricultural] engineering upon a écientific 
basis with ag little delay as possible, and 
steps should bé taken to st:mulate and provide 
for research if aj! branches of agricultural 
engineering; (b) that a Committee of the 
Ministry of. Agriculture should be appointed, 
on which all parties concerned in agricultural 
machinéry reasearch would be represented; (c) 
that the work of inquiry inte soil physics and 
the lem of tit, at Rothamsted - Experi- 
ment Station should be accelerated so far as 
practicable, and should. be extended, either at

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“CROWN SOLICITOR AND

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RAILWAY. EXPERT FOR AUSTRALIA. 

A Briton able to fill a post worth £5,000 
a year in Australia ie sought by the Attorney- 
General of Victoria, the Hon. Arthur Robinson, 
who is now jn. London. 

His quest (writes & Daily (Chronicle corre- 
spondent) ie for a man who will act as chairman 
of the Victoria Railway Commissioners, and 
the appointment will be for seven years, with 
prospects of renewal if all goes well. 

Already Mr. Robimson has had four letters 
from men who believe themselvés qualified 
to take the position, and hie experience in 
this respect ia interesting in the light of some 
remarks made recently by Lord Ashfield (then 
Sir Albert Stanley), the chairman of the 
London, Underground Railway Company. 

In a speech Sir Albert said it was difficult 
io find men capable of earnitg «alaries of

|} euch a salary.-if only the men could be found 
to “fill the bill.”’ 

In an intefview Mr. Robinson pointed out 
that, apart from railwaye,. there wae score 
for great development in Victoria . 

“ Australia,” he said, “could take 1,000 
bricklayers in Melbourne and 2,000 ig Sydney, 
and put them at work to-morrow. 

“The nomifial pay is 14s. daily, and 
average reté 18s.. rising to £1. And 
can live much cheaper than in England. 

“We are rapidly: pushing on the settlement 
of ex-eóidierg on the land. The choice is offered 
of dairy farming, wheat farming, orchard 
cultivation, stock raising; and allotments“may 
run from 50 to 500 acres, according to the 
quality of the. lend.

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SCHOOLS AND THE WAR. 
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THE CHILOREN'S PART. 

In a report on education in London during 
the war yeat*®, Sir Robert Blair,” Education 
Officer to the London County Council, saye that 
‘Tout of 6,000 men tachers in London some 
5,000 joimed the Forces. More than 10 per 
cent, gave théir lives, and over 200 gained 
military diatinctions. All had the satisfaction 
of knowing that the London Territorials were 
the first sent to the front, and that the London 
troops had wan a rerutation second to none 
for courage and endurance. It is well that 
those who had helped to creaie this high 
tradition should now bo helping to mould 
London’s futufe Cilizens. 

Ae to the éffeci of the war on schoo! work, 
Sir Robert says the withdrawal of eo many 
teachers cannot but have produced a deiri- 
mental effect. But a disirict jnepector who re- 
cently: tested 10,000 London children in arithme- 
tis obtained results in no way inferior to those 
jast hefore the war. Similar ‘testimony is 

iven by the Chief Examiner for Junior County 
Scholarships. 

No record lias been kept of the numbers of 

coniférte. crutches. and ¢plints made

couraged ‘any genera! organisation of children's

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DISPOSITION OF BLACKPOOL POLICE.

Witness eaid that he wanted to imvestigate the 
murder, and he got a chorus of an answer that 
under mo circumstances would a policeman be 
allowed in. He asked could he. see the Ladv 
Mavoress. and he was told that he conld nos 
see her either. He had with him at the time 
iwo other policemen, and they then withdrew. 
and the other police at Blackpool had 
nething but the kindiiest feelinga for the Lady 
Maydress and the late Lord Mayor. The police 
force at Blackpool numbered three sergeants 
and ten constables.. On the night in question 
au 10.40 they were disposed of as follows 
Three sergeanis and «ight constables were 'n 
the barraeks, and the remaining two constables 
were on beat duty in King street. 

Replying’ to Mr. Lyach, witness said thai 
there was not a man up all night on duty im 
the barracks. That waa not necessary. There 
was a man told off to answer calls, and he was 
termed. -Barrack . Orderly. He was usually 
partially dressed, and siept in the day-room. 
Witness’s lodging was about a quarter of a 
mile from the Lord Mayor's house, and he 
heard no unusual noise on the night im 
question. 

EVIDENCE OF BARRACK ORDERLY. 

Constable Dauchton, stationed at Blackpoo 
for the last fen yeers, stated in reply to Mr. 
Wolfe, that he acted as Barrack Orderly on the 
night in. question. . 

Continuing, the witness-said that ho slep' 
the day-room. The other constables in the bar. 
rack slept upstairs in two rooms, and the ser- 
geant of the barrack slept. in the third room 
Nothing occurred to attract his attention except 
a telephone call: - The day-room, was guarded 
b2 atee] shutters, and there were, in addition, 
timber shutters. Between the barrack and the 
Lord Mayor's residence was á river with a water- 
fail. The telephone. message. came from the 
Examiner office. He was asked had the police 
heard that the Lord Mayor had been shot. 
Witness replied that. they had mot heard of u. 
Later he was tung up by the Kimg street police, 
who made a similar inquiry and received a simi- 
lar reply. The poliéé in Blackpool barrack re- 
mained there all night. (Laughter.) 

In reply to Mr. Lynch, he stated that tha 
handwriting in the book produced dealin with 
the period from 7.30 p.m. until 9 o'clock the fol- 
lowing morning was his. Constable West left 
at 10.30 at night with Constables Rourke and 
Townsend. . West did not ¢ome ‘back that night, 
bnt returned the following evening. West was 
in uniform on leaving the barrack. The con- 
stables who returned with Rourke and Townsend 
were, according to the books, Constables Ryle 
and Fennell, who had left the barrack at a quar- 
ter to six, the. former betas. plain clothes and 
the Jatter in uniform.
